dam break. 
Simultaneously seven separate In­ 
quiries were under 
way to fix the 
blame for the bursting of the huge 
concrete dam shortly after midnight 
Tuesday, which hurled a tidal wave of 
water 60 to IOO feet high down the 
narrow San Francisquito canyon and 
over the fertile 
Santa Clara valley, 
drowning hundreds cf steeping fami­ 
lies and leaving 
$12,000,000 destruc­ 
tion in its wake. 
Workers In the flood area today 
were confronted by the four fold task 
of: 
1.—Systematic identification of the 
recovered dead. 
2.—Rehabilitation of hundreds 
of 
homeless survivors. 
3.—Enforcement of sanitation mea* 
urea to prevent epidemic. 
4. Reconstruction o f property. 
Coroner’s Investigation. 
Probably the most far-reaching in­ 
quiry of the seven Investigations un 
der way is the one begun by Coroner 
Frank A. Nance, who announced he 
would engage engineers and geolo­ 
gists to gather expert testimony to 
fix the responsibility of the heavy loss 
of life In the disaster. 
Arrests would be demur led, Nance 
said, if anyone should be found guilty 
of criminal negligence as a result of 
the crumbling of the massive dr.m. 
Personally supervised by Chief En­ 
gineer William Mulholland, builder of 
the 180-foot structure, who wept when 
he first learned of Its destruction, the 
investigation by the Los Angeles Bu­ 
reau of Power and Light also has em­ 
ployed the services of a trio of noted 
geologists to determine the cause of 
the break. 
Authorities 
of Ventura 
county, whose boundaries were swept 
by the flood, have institute! a sep­ 
arate Inquiry while independent inves­ 
tigations were ordered by State Engl 
neer Edward Hyatt and the state rail­ 
road commission.

Another investigation by the city of 
Los Angeles was launched when the 
city council took steps to obtain the 
services of Ellwood Mead, chief of the

States department of interior, ag chair­ 
man of a committee of engineers, rec­ 
ommended by the American Society of 
Engineers, with headquarters in Now 
York, to probe the cause of the dam 
break. 
A seventh Inquiry Is being conducted 
by City

who Is Investigating the legal aspects 
of the situation. 
While many flood 
sufferers were 
demanding reparations. Mayor George

The Social Worker 
Many people think of die social worker a-> a businesslike, 
ra th e r hard young person, who speaks a p atter consist­ 
ing of long words for the most part unintelligible; a 
young person tied by routine and red tape, treating all 
cases of a given class alike, with no regard to Individual 
circumstances. 
This, however, is a superficial judgment. 
The young 
social worker Is apt to seem bard as die young physi­ 
cian does, and for the same reason. 
If she permitted 
herself to be ruled by emotion In handling the eases 
which every day would wring her heart, she could not 
bring to bear the calm Judgment which alone can help 
h o r clients. 
The ideal to which these young people 
aspire, and which many of them attain, as witnessed 
by their successes, was w*U put by Elizabeth Lutcher 
of the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities in a recent address 
on the care of the aged: 
"T here are certain personal assets, gifts from ou high, 
which in a sense have little to do with training, but 
which will be of great help in winning affection and 
confidence, so necessary in those situations. 
These 
Qualities are cheerfulness, tolerance, sym pathy, honesty, 
patience, the ability to be a good listener, and that sym ­ 
pathetic Imagination that we call putting oneself in the 
other person’s place. 
These are lovable qualities in any­ 
one, but will especially endear the case worker to her 
old client. The family case worker In trying to m eet the 
problem s of aged persons should try to give the client 
opportunities to think and do and be stimulated. 
She 
should try to supply to the bewildered, friendless, help 
less old client some substitute for the family life that 
w as once hers." 
This is sufficient answer to those who tu rn away from 
organized charity on the ground that It is ‘Void and un­ 
feeling.”

m em ber of the Mexican Federation of Labor, and Obre- 
gon, his predecessor ami probably successor, Is a m em ­ 
b er of the m achinists’ union.” 
W orkers are organized mostly not by trades, as ours 
•re , but by shops, in "company unions.” 
And no m em ­ 
b e r of a Mexican labor union is allowed to belong to the 
Communist party.

A winter 
morning view of the Lake of St. Mor 
itz is perhaps as Inspiring with n a t­ 
ural beauty as any of lu r spot to be 
found In Europe. At least great a rt­ 
ists have said ro. 
The short fir trees 
around the edge of the Ice m irror 
lake are chrystalized In clear white 
beauty.

TEHERAN’.—Export of caviare and 
dried fish from the Caspian Sea, is 
expected to reach its pre-war level, 
following tile formation of the Russo 
Persian company, on which the Per­ 
sian government Is represented by 
three directors to the three Russian
